The other is 
IM. Majoresco, Minister of Pubiic Instruction. Time will show whether their 
influence is sufficiently strong to introduce a new policy with regard to the Jews. 


An event has occurred in Belgium which is unique in the military service of 

hat country. Colonel Fix, a Jew, has been promoted to the grade of Majo, 
Meevencral. This promotion follows close on other distinctions conferred 
mmon the gallant officer. Towards the end of 1886, Colonel Fix, who had 
Mmealready gained some renown, was assigned the important post of Military 


Governor of Belgian Luxemburg. In the summer of last year he was appointed — 


mebrigadier-General at Mons, and it is doubtless to that appointment that 
mre owes his promotion. What renders these honours the more gratify 
me ing is that they have been conferred by a clerical ministry on a Jew, who is so 
me practice as well as in name. Hitherto France has been the only country where 
mews were to be found in the army as General officers. Neither in Belgium’s other 
peighbour, Holland, nor in more distant countries where promotion is not closed 
to Jews, has a coreligionist attained such high rank, although it will not Le long 
we believe, before Italy also has at least one Jewish General.

In contiauation of the series of discours’s by various locturers on “ Centres 
of Spiritual Activity,” Mr. G. W. Foote spoke at Sonth Place Institute on Sunday 
afternoon on “ The Gospel of Secularism,’ Secularism, somo of our readers may 
need to be told, is the direct contrary of what has been called “ other-worldli. 
ness.” The Seculariet knows nothing and cares nothing about a Future Life and 
the kindred conceptions of aGod and a Soul. He thinks men have quite enough 
to do to take care of their interests in this life. ‘One world at a time,” cried 
Mr. Foote, amid the rapturous applaure of his audience. The advantage of this 
concentration of interest was not made clear to the uninstructed listener. Mr. 
Foote had undertaken to preach the Gospel or good tidings of Secularism, but 
he failed to show how his particular “ism” was better contrived to ensure 
the well-being of mankind than any other. His thesis that Religion, by fixing 
the thoughts on the next world, interferes with humin happiness and progress is 
radically unsound. Fa'so religions have hindored ths world's progress and 
diminished its happiness, but can there be any doubt that modern move- 
ments in tho direction of progress are being promoted by men who 
while striving to improve the condition of thoir kiad, are still firmly attached to 
Religion? Wehave yet to learn that the Secularist can claim the monopoly of 
successful effort after the am>lioration of the lot of minkind, and to discover 
those achievements, legislative, social or scientific, calculated to increase the sum 
total of the world’s happiness, of which he can exclusively boast. 


Nor can it be correct to assert that. to think of spiritual matters is to 
endanger the discharge of our earthly duties. Without religion, duty loses its 
most powerful incentive. Mr. Foote looks to Education, not to Religion, as 
the regenerative force of the future, and cites the decrease of crime since the 
passing of the Education Act. He forgets that the ennobling influences now 
brought to bear under the guise of Education are really die to the accumulated 


presented tothe London School Board, speaks of the “ leesons of order, obedience 
cleanliness, courtesy and truth,” which are taught in the Board Schoole, And 
it is such lessons that are effecting the gradual uplifting of the masses.

From whatever point of view the incident is regarded it is so unpleasant 
that we gladly take leave of it.

effecting an improvement in Synagogue Singing by some means or other, 
That the ordinary synagogue choir, however efficient and well taught, is 
ie incapable, without assistance, of adequately rendering the music assigned to 
Me it, is a fact which is forced upon the mind of the worshipper by mournful 
experience. It is impossible for a few men and lads, who, as a rule, are 
Be jestitute of the most elementary knowledge of music, to render even the 
simplest hymns with dignity and impressiveness in a large building. When, 
i a; is too often the case, the melodies are of the most elaborate and compli- 
Me cated kind, the difficulty is intensified to such a degree as frequently to bring 
Be the choir in perilous proximity to collapsing point. We shall be surprised 
ie jf our readers cannot supply practical illustrations of our statement from their 
Be synagogue experience during the past Holydays. The choir is too often 
Mee blamed for defects which are not fairly chargeable upon it. We assign a 
ie Titanic task to the weakest possible machinery, and then rail at the mechan- 
im ism when the inevitable breakdown occurs. The fault lies in the system. If 
ime Synagogue Singing is unsatisfactory it is because the congregants do not 
a take the right steps to make it otherwise- C hoirmaster and chorister do 
fmm their best according to their lights; and merely to scream at them when 
ee their efforts result in discord is but to intensify the lack of harmony. 
E If Synagogue Singing is to be improved we must go to work logically. 
|The weak point being the choir, our efforts must be directed either towards 
strengthening it or relieving it of some of its burdens. If both aims can be 
accomplished so much the better. Volunteer aid is eminently desirable. Men 
Bae 80d boys would do excellently well for the purpose if they could be caught, 
andif, when caught, they could be kept.

It is earnestly to be hoped that the compilers of the new Hymnal 
have duly weighed these facts. The issue is much more serious than 
the mere esthetic one. The divorce of the congregation from the 
Service weakens the impressiveness of public worship to the manifest 
detriment of Religion. But besides this the ambitious character 
of modern synagogue-music is answerable for that familiar phenomenon 
of choral collapse which affords so much amusement to the spectators 
—an amusement that is absolutely destructive of. the only purpose 
for which public worship has been designed. The hilarity produced by 
the hideous discord which sometimes does duty for music in the synagogue 
is emphatically not the spiritual joy which is born of communion with the 
Highest. If the reproach which at present rests on synagogue-singing is to 
be rolled away, an entirely new order of music must be used. If elaborate 
pieces of concerted music are considered necessary they must be such as are 
well within the limited compass of the choir ; but they must be resorted to on 
exceptional occasions only. The stapleof Synagogue-music must be found in 
simple hymns, which the congregation—man, woman and child—can sing, 
and which the choir, in the discharge of its legitimate function, will help them 
to sing. 


JEWS AND EDUCATION.

Our national system of clementary education, admirable as it is in many 
respects, has by no means reached its final development. To judge from 
the tenour of an important Report lately submitted by a Special Committee 


to the London School Board, and from other indications, it appears that — 


two questions are marked out for practical treatment in the near future. 
One of them, of course, is the question of technical instruction ; the other is 
the training and the selection of teachers. The first has been “in the air” 
for a long time past. We have all become accustomed to the idea that book 
learning by no means constitutes the sum-total of the essentials of elemen- 
tary knowledge, and that if this country is to be saved in the industrial struggle, 
it ig technical instruction that must save it. What we are less familiar with 
is the question of ways and means. How is this all-important teaching to 
be carried on ? What form is it totake? What is the necessary machinery, 
and how is it to be secured? These are matters which obviously have at 
least as much interest for Jews as for the rest of the population. We are 
jealous of the reputation for efficiency of our educational system, and we are 
anxious to be in the van of any movement towards the perfection of existing 
modes of teaching. Indeed, as Jews, we have special reasons for such alert 


ness. The Jewish working classes are heavily handicapped in the struggle — 


fer existence, and it is particularly essential that they should receive the 
most modern equipment to enable them to compete on equal terms with 
their rivals in the great contest. 

It is for this reason, as well as owing to that keen sympathy with all 
educational movements which is characteristic of the Jewish mind, that we 
have already manifested in practical fashion our recognition of the value of 
technical instruction. For the hundredth time Jews are leading the advance 
in the educational domain. The Jews’ Hospital and Orphan Asylum has its 
workshop, where lessons in manual work supplement the mental training of 
the schoolroom. And the managers of the Stepney Jewish Schools have 


been quick, in like manner to take advantage of the opportunities offered by — 


the opening of the People’s Palace, to send some of their pupils to the 
technical classes established in connection with that institution, The name 


of Sir Philip Magnus will always be associated with the progress of 


technical instruction in this country ; but the fact that he is so closely 
identified with that progress is at once a proof of the depth of Jewish sym- 
pathy with the question, and a stimulus to his coreligionists to renewed 
efforts in this particular section of the great educational field. , 
For there can be no doubt that we bave still much to do in 
this direction. Technical training must know no geographical limits, It 


must not be confined to Stepney or quarantined at Norwood. In every — 


Jewish school provision must be made for that elementary instruction in 
handicraft trades which has been commenced under such encouraging 
auspices at certain favoured schools. The Anglo-Jewish Association, in its 
turn, has shown how highly the Jewish mind appreciates such instruction, 
by subsidizing it at Jerusalem and elsewhere. But it would bie an anomaly 
indeed if, while evincing the utmost solicitude for the educational needa of 
our brethren in far distant lands, we neglected to satisfy those needs in the 
case of our brethren at home, There are difficulties in the way, of course, 
The question of expense is 4 formidable one in these times, when our denomi 

national schools find the task of securing sufficient funds to defray the cost 
of ordinary instruction increasingly onerous. But technical instruction is 


so excellent a “cry” that special support for it may fairly be counted on. 
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An ‘nstitution like the Jews’ Free School, for example, which is so power- 
1, and which is playing so important @ part in dete rmining 


fully champione: 
the future of Judaism in this country, ought to provide, and have no diffi- 


culty in providing, technical teaching for the benefit of its pupils. a 
apprenticing-work of the Jewish Board of Guardians is admirable, but it 1s 
notorious that the lads apprenticed by the Board represent but a small pro- 
portion of the boys edacated by our great schools. Ii a larger nu seen are to 
be swept into the net of apprenticeship and thus prevented fro n reinforcing 
the mighty army of the indigent and the unemployed, school-children must 
be familiarized by practical instraction with the idea and with the implements 
of handicraft-work a3 an important step towards inducing them to choose 
that work as the occupation of their lives. 

The training of teachers is no less important a question than that of 
technical teaching, It has its Jewish, as well'as its general aspects. If the 
country is right in criticising unfavourably, as it is beginning to do, the sys- 


tem under which teachers are found for its elementary schools, the Anglo- ° 


Jewish community would likewise do well to bestow seme thought upon the 
evolution of the Hebrew teacher, In one respect we English Jews are well 


off, since in the Jews’ Free School we have an excellent training institution fo" 
But practi- 


teachers as well as an establishinent for elementary teaching. 
cally the Free School trains only a sufticient number of teachers for its own 
immediate requirements. The consequence is that when teachers are needed 
for other Jewish Schools or for the Board School Classes of the Jewish Asso- 
ciation for the Diffusion of Religious Knowledge, the greatest difficulty is 
experienced in making a satisfactory appointment. The candidates may 
have had some practical acquaintance with teaching, either privately or in 
class, but they have lacked, as a general rule, that systematic training in the 
science of their profession, which is indispensable for the successful teacher. It 
is clearly not enough that a teacher should know what he has to teach ; he 
must also know how to teach it. Unfortunately even the first qualification is 
too frequently absent from the untrained Jewish teacher. A mere smattering 
of Hebrew knowledge and a positive ignorance of Religion are among his 
familiar characteristies. The fact isa painful one, but it is a fact nevertheless, 
and one that has hitherto not received the serious attention it deserves. 

To take the pains we do to ensure satisfactory teaching in our schools 
and yet to do nothing to secure competent teachers is an anomaly which would 
be ludicrous, were it not so disastrous in its effects. Weare al] sincerely 
anxious that the children of the humbler classes should be taught an 
enlightened Judaism, Bat how far will our desires be realized when we 
contide a task which is clearly of the greatest moment both for the welfare of 
those children and for the futare of the community to these whe are not quali- 
fied for it either by training or by knowledge? Surely as much care ought to 
be bestowed upon the education of a teacher of Judaism as upon that of a 
minister of religion. The objects of the two vocations are identical, Nay, the 
work of the teacher is more serious, more responsible, seeing that his instrue- 
tion is given ata time when it may wholly make or mar the religious character 
of the instructed. It is quite time that our religious teaching was placed ona 
sounder basis by the initiation of a systematic training of teachers. This might 
bs done either by the establishment af a training centre or by engrafting a 
course of instruction for teachers upon the ordinary curriculum at our denomi- 
national schools. When such a system is at work and already bearing fruit 
it will be possible always to secure as instructors of Jewish children those 
teachers who are fitted for so important, so sacred a task, by the training 
they have received and by the earnestness that animates them.

MOSES BEN ISAAC. 


A PRE-EXPULSION ENGLISH-BORN GRAMMARIAN AND 
LEXICOGRAPHER. 


Among the great lights that shoae in the firmament of Hebrew and Rabbinigl 
literature during the 13th century of the common era, Moses bea Isaac (or Moy 
ben Hanassiah) occupies a proud and eminent position. He was an Englishman, by 
In that little out-of-the-way soot, Bungay ia Suffolk, ia - his maturer year 
tiving at Norwich, a traveller evidently, and a linguist.

Zunz, Steinsshneider, Neuhauer, Grastz, Collins, Dukes and others have each ai 
all had their say about this eminent man, bat not ons of them has found himself com 
petent to mention his abode or birthplace in Enaglaad, or to stats his paternity with 
exactitude. They do not even pretend to gaess, bosause the work of Moserba 
Isaac affords neither clne nor indication to assist ome’s researches. The aathoram 
simply that he is an Eaglishman, his father’s name being Isaa», his mothe 
Hanassiah, To mo, who happen to know the early Norwich Jews pretty fairly, th 
names of his contemporaries (such as are cited),go to prove that if the lexicographe 
were not indeed a Norwich maa, he was acquainted with those who resided im ta 
ancient city, He was evideat'y a Norwich resid:nt or lived at a place not i 
distant. 

The valuable volume of Shetaroth recently published here comes to our ai 
and appears to me to decide the vexed question with somaacouracy. Moses ben law 
was also Moses ben Hanassiah, Moses ban Isaac is much t20 common and mit 
too general to form any guide. It is like John Smith or Thomas Jonss of the preset 
day. But it is far otherwis3 with Hanassiah, as we shall see. Eaglish Jowens, 
especially in Norwich and Hereford, dslighted in the name Cuntesss, latinised in 
Comitissa, sometimes la Comitissa, and Hebraised into Hanassiah, the feminin 
form of Nassi (Prince or Count) with “Ha” signifying “ the.” Several Jewew#

ts. The building of the synagogue and school, 
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will entail an outlay of £1,265, exclusive of fittings which aro estimated to cost 
another £250. The schools to accommodate 200 children will be on the ground floor, 
thereby — the convenience and safety of the children, and in 
accordance with the expressed wishes of anumber of parents in the neighbourhood. 
The sum of £1,000 will still be required, or rather I should say was still required, 
before you came here this afternoon, for I hope you have generously subscribed the 
required amount in order to enable the schools and synagogue to be opened free 
from debt. Do not suppose that the residents of this neighbourhood are at all 
apathetic in the cause I am advocating ; but although numerically strong they do 
not belong to the class which is blessed with great wealth, and they must look for 
aid towards their wealthier brethren to whom the religious education cf the child- 
ren of their own people cannot and must not be a matter of indifference. The cir- 
cumstances of the Jewish community in London have greatly changed within the 
last five and twenty years, the advance in material progress and the facility for 
moving from one part of London to another have scattered the Jews from the one 
district in which they were chiefly congregated to various parts of London, and asa 
necessary consequence of that change, we are driven to establish schools and syna- 
gogues in different parts of thetown. But the distance which separates one district 

rom another does not absolve us from igsoring an obligation which would have 
devolved upon us if the scattering had not taken place, and I can therefore appeal 
with some degree of confidence to the inhabitants of other districts of this metropo- 
lis to aid us ia the holy work we have commenced. And now, ladies and gentlemen, 
there is nothing left for me to say except to express the fervent hope that the 
Almighty, in whose name we are here assembled, and to whose holy name we deiji- 
cate this work, may bless the efforts of the Committee; that the congregation who 
will worship on this spot may find there repose and religious freshness, and that the 
children who will be educated here in the ‘tenets of our holy religion may prove a 
source of strength to Judaism in general and to the Jewish inhabitants of this

BOUT, RHEUMATISM AND NEURALGIA 


. FLATOW, THE PICTURE DEALER. 


Mr. Frith, R.A., ia his autobiography (Bentley, 1887), gives some interestin 
reminiscences of Flatow, chiropodist and picture dealer, whose management of 
Frith’s “ Railway Station” and other pictures largely contributed to their popu- 
larity. It is satisfactory to find that though Mr. Frith describes Flatow as 
uneducated, and not equal in culture to the fortune which he accumulated, the 
artist bears testimony to the probity of the dealer. Flatow seems to have first 
in recent times strack out the idea of exhibiting separately the work of a suc- 
cessful painter. Mr. Frith writes :— 

Louis Victor Flatow, picture dealer, wai the son of a poor Aastrian Jew, so 
por that he was unable to give his son edacation enough to enable him to real or 
write, In lieu of teaching, when the son had arrived at the age of eleven, the 
father placed in his hands some sheaves of lead pencils, and told him to be off and 
get his own living, “ And from that tims till now,” said Mr, Flatow, “and I am 
between forty and fifty though I don'tilook it, I have got my own living.” How that 


was managed for some years Louis Victor declined to eay, beyond acknowledging | 


that the lead-pencil scheme was very soon exchanged for some other, till fate or 
chanca threw in his way a Belgian, who dealt in “Old Masters.” I think it was 
when I was putting the last touches to the “Derby Day” thatI first heard of 
Flatow from a friend of mine, who described him asa knowing Jewish picture- 
dealer, not beautiful to look at, but liberal and straightforward in all his engage- 
ments, and very anxious for an introduction to me. I was anxious to see the man, 
and a day was named for his visit. I did not quite like his manner of approaching 
me, it was too deferential, too much as if I should be confering an honour, of which 
no human being could be worthy, if I would only paint a large pi-ture for him, for 
which he was prepared to pay my price; and prepared also to devote superhuman 
energy to make an engraving from it successful. And as to the exhibition of it 
throughout the country, he would “ perform with it himself.” A single glance at 
Mr. Flatow was enough to prove that a very energetic ard astute individual stood 
before you—the Israelits strong in evidence, and by no means a favourable type of 
that great. race. That undisgaisable feature, the mouth, wasmercifully covered 

by a beard, andif it were all in accord with the upper part of the fave, the beard 
became a valuable cloak, [ am always of opinion that the face is a sure index of 

character, but there are exceptions to every rale, and so far as my dealings with 
Mr. Flatow are concerned, I every reason to bo satisfied with his conduct, My 

first transaction with him was for my picture of “Claude Duval,” followed by the 

“Railway S'ation,” a work on the lines of the “ Derby Day,” aad other modern-life 
subjects ; and with the “ Railway Station” camea rn he success, greatly owing, I 

am sure, to the way in which Flatow “ performe1 with it himself.” Five-and-twenty 
years ago there wera no exhibitions of pictures in London, exvept in the galleries of 
the Royal Academy, British Artists (Suffolk Street), and at the rooms of the Society 
of Painters in Water Colours. The separats exhibition of a picture was quite a 
novelty, and the “ Railway Station,” deservedly or not, attrac large crowds. It 
was then “ quite alone in its glory,” in a kind of dark gallery near toe Haymarket 
Theatre, the picture being placed in the inner gallery, and from the outer room Mr, 
Flatow scanned his visitors, fixing with great acuteness on those whose appearance 


‘indicated the weakness of a victim, and proceeding at once to spread a snare which 


usually caught a subscriber to an engraving. One of Mr. Flatow’s favourite figures 
of speech was “Lord bless you, there aiat a dealer in Londoa that knows how t» 
manipulate a customer, you must walk round 'em as a cooper walks round a tub.” 
I never had a doubt that Flatow, proving as he did, a very remarkable person 
without having had the alvantage of educatioa, would have provided for himself 
some conspicuous position in the world, and have filled it well under happier cir- 
cumstances, He could not re:d, but many b2oks had been read to him by his devoted 
wife, and with the whole of Dickens’s works he was familiar, their perusal producing 
profound admiration of the author and a burning desire for his acquaintance. 

~The desire to mabe the personal acquaintance of the great author met with 
a very marked rebuff, but Fechter, the actor of Hamlet, was a good friend to 
Flatow. The dealer is said to have mide £30,000 by the “ Railway Station,”’ 
and Mr. Frith relates that he died in his house at Porchester Terrace leaving
